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This is a decision, sua sponte, withdrawing the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
application. 

A non-final Office action was mailed on February 10, 2003. On November 20, 2003, a Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed which held the application abandoned for failure to timely file a 
proper reply to the non-final Office action. However, on June 12, 2003, a response (an 
amendment) and a petition and fee for a one month extension of time (EOT) were filed. The 
response and EOT each included a Certificate of Mailing dated June 10, 2003. Thus, the 
response was timely filed under the provisions of 37 CF.R. §§§ 1.7(a); 1.8(a) and 1.136(a). 
Notwithstanding the timely response, on August 20, 2003, a letter from the examiner was mailed 
which restarted the period for reply set in the action of February 10, 2003 to run 3 months from 
the August 20, 2003 mail date of the letter. 

Although no petition or request to withdraw the holding of abandonment in this application has 
been filed, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated, the holding of abandonment 
withdrawn and the application restored to pending status in view of the timely response. 

The response of June 12, 2003 will be processed by the Technical Support Staff of Technology 
Center 2800 and the examiner will be notified to resume prosecution.
